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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . This Detailed Action is in response to the claim amendments and the remarks 
filed on 12/22/04. Claims 1-15 have been amended. Claims 16-19 are newly added 
claims. Claims 13-15 have been withdrawn from consideration as being drawn to a 
non-elected invention, wherein claims 17-19 depend upon claims 13 and 14. The 
claims under consideration are claims 1-12 and 16. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact tennns as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of canrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-12 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The instantly claimed invention recites the 
limitation wherein "said substances being present in or added to said exhaust gases 
prior to contact of said exhaust gases with said catalyst ". The limitation wherein the 
substances are added prior to contacting the exhaust gas with the catalyst is not 
supported or described in the specification. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
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4. Claims 1-12 and 16 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 1st paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The instantly claimed invention would be allowable over the cited prior art, 
because the cited prior art fails to disclose a process for the treatment of dust and 
oxygen-containing exhaust gases, which contain sulfur and nitrogen oxide at a 
temperature range from 200-500°C by means of reducing agents, wherein the treatment 
in the reactor is performed with free oxides, carbonates, hydroxides of calcium, 
magnesium, sodium, and potassium, and wherein the substances being present in or 
added to said exhaust gases prior to contact of said exhaust oases with said catalvst ", 

Inoue et al. (US Patent 4,221 ,768) discloses a reactor comprised of oxides of 
alkali metals and alkaline metals, but the reference does not disclose wherein free 
oxides, carbonates, hydroxides of calcium, magnesium, sodium, and potassium, and 
wherein the substances being present in or added to said exhaust gases prior to contact 
of said exhaust gases with said catalyst under the claimed reaction conditions. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-12 and 16 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
